Ti^e a4t i^ipat ions of a fundamentally new set of premises for American policy are 
doomed"to disappointment, as they ought jto be.

The person who has the colossal effrontery to set hie 
or her opinion against the President's, particularly in military matters, will still be 
fired by the businessmen, beaten up by the laborers, expelled from Harvard , and made a
